kicking their Yugoslav satellite in 
the face. 

But if the Russians side with 
Yugoslavia that will be a slap .in 
the face for the Italian Commun- 
ists. Possession of Trieste is a 
great political issue in Italy. The 
Italian Communists themselves 
are put on the spot of waiting to 
see anxiously what the Kremlin 
will do, 

If the Russians and the West- 
ern -powers sare unable to agree 
on Trieste, the’ practical, solution 
probably will be an indefinite 
partitioning of the territory be- 
tween the Anglo-American troops 
and the Yugoslav forces now 
jointly occupying it.
